New Tiller Truck On

The Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment’s newest ladder truck 
will be delivered this fall 
and could be in service early 
next year. 

The new ladder truck 
is being built by KME in 
Pennsylvania and will re- 
place Ladder 2, which is sta- 
tioned at the Wollaston fire- 
house on Beale Street. The 
current Ladder 2 is more 
than 20 years old, according 
to Deputy Fire Chief Joseph 
Jackson. 

The ladder truck is 
scheduled for delivery in 
late September or early Oc- 


tober, Jackson said. It. will 
require additional outfitting 
and. painting once it is de- 
livered, and some 100 fire- 
fighters -will be trained on 
how to operate it. - 

The new ladder is a til- 
ler truck, which features a 
second steering wheel in the 
rear of the vehicle, allowing 
the back to move indepen- 
dently of the front, giving 
the vehicle greater maneu- 
verability. Jackson also 
noted the new truck will 
have some 500 square feet 
of storage capacity, while 
the old truck has 200 square 
feet of storage space. 


Fire Chief Jack Cadegan 
said Jackson and a team of 
firefighters worked together 
to plan for the new truck. 

“It was a great group ef- 
fort,’ Cadegan said. “I’m 
very appreciative to Mayor 


“Koch for helping us fund 


this. The maneuverability 
of a tiller truck is phenom- 
enal. This will help us get to 
emergenices. It will get us 
into places you couldn’t get 
into with a straight rig.” 
The City Council set 
aside $1.5 million for the 
purchase and outfitting of 
the new tiller truck in 2018.

year approved a $262,000 
appropriation to pay for the 
purchase of a new rescue 
truck for the department. 


The money — along with

Raze, Rebuild Half 


Of Downtown Area 


Mayor Joseph LaRaia will unveil a comprehensive down- 
town Master Plan in six phases that calls for the eventual 
demolition of virtually half of Quincy Center from Cottage 
Avenue to Elm and School Streets. 
~ It will include a new highway through the very center of- 
downtown Quincy from Granite Street across the old Soda 
Hut through the site of the Kincaide’s building, to join a 
reconstructed McGrath Highway on the other side of Han- 
cock Street. 

It will also feature an international merchandise mart 
over the Hancock Parking area, a high-rise motel topped by 
a restaurant at the site of Napoli Pizza and a high-rise office 
building on the site of the Colman’s parking lot. 

The plan, designed by Planning Director L. Norman Lundin 
and T. Owen Trainor Associates, Inc., architects, is to be of- 
ficially presented to businessmen and city officials Aug. 26 
at the Quincy High School Method Center.

1 egg, well beaten and mixed with milk 

2 tablespoons Olive oil - add more if 
needed 


Cream Sauce 
2 tablespoons butter 


2 tablespoons flour 
2 cups milk 


4 cup blue cheese (crushed) 


Dip cutlets one by one in egg mixture 
and then coat with bread crumbs or panko 
crumbs. 

When all cutlets are well-coated, sauté in 
olive oil turning on both sides. 

Place on plate and set aside. Cutlets do 
not have to be fully cooked. 


For the cream sauce: 

In a sauce pan, melt butter for cream 
sauce. When butter is melted add in flour 
to make a roux, and slowly add in milk. 

Stir until well-blended then add in the 
crushed blue cheese, stir until thickened and 
bubbly.

Place cutlets on bottom of slightly 
greased dish or baking pan.

Back-To-School Lunch Tips

It’s almost that time folks. School is al- 
most back in session. Time to start thinking 
about those school lunches! 

Studies show over and over that children 
perform far better with a healthy breakfast 
to start-the day, and healthy snacks and 
lunches during school. It’s not about perfec- 
tion, but there is always room for improve- 
ment. | 

Some tips from me... _ 

1) Don’t stress. Go with what your chil- 
dren like and stick with it. Nothing is worse 
than seeing an uneaten lunch in the back- 
pack. Concentrate on protein, healthy fats 
(VERY important for brain health and en- 
ergy levels) and the good carbs (like whole 
grain crackers, sprouted grain breads) 

2) Invest in a thermos. A good one. Even 
my teens loved when I packed them soups 
and chili. Homemade chicken soup, chili, 
minestrone, it’s all so comforting when the 
weather gets cooler. Pack with some bread 
and butter (pasture butter) and some fruit. 
The kids love raw shredded cheese to put 
on their chili. Leftover pasta and meatballs 
is always a big hit as well. 

3) Make your own “Lunchables” by 
investing in a Bento Box (available just 
about everywhere now). Kids love stacking 
their own little sandwiches. Whole grain 
crackers, raw sliced cheese, organic sliced 
meats (I like applegate farms) are always a 
hit. Serve with some grapes, dip made from 
full fat Greek yogurt with vegetables to dip 
with, like peppers, carrots, celery, cucum- 
bers...etc) 

4) Pizza bagels. Kids love these hot or 
cold! Make them the night before or in the 
morning. Use raw shredded cheese and it’s 
easy to have a jar of organic pizza sauce 
handy for these. A salad on the side makes 
this lunch even better. Which gets to my 
next tip. 


5) Salads! Believe it or not, kids LOVE 
salads at lunch. It’s all about the dressing. 
Most kids love creamy ranch, so that means 
you buy what they like! Or make what they 
like. Make a ranch dressing out of full fat 
Greek yogurt. 

I am not aware of many healthy ranch 
dressirigs on the market, that use the “good 
fats” but if you aren’t a fan of making dress- 
ings and such, Cindy’s kitchen is. pretty 
good or Annie’s organic cowgirl ranch 
dressing. There are many salad “kits” out 
there that come with a container for the 
veggies and separate ones for the dressing. 
Leftover chicken is always great to serve 
with the salad, or some tuna or hard boiled 
eggs, if they enjoy them. 

6) Good old fashioned sandwiches. 
Leftover meatloaf, tuna, egg salad, chick- 
en, PB and J, turkey, whatever they like. 
Sprouted grain breads are best but if they 
don’t enjoy them get what they like, as long 
as it doesn’t contain HFCS and is whole 
grain. A good mayo would be Sir Kenning- 
ton’s brand. They use healthy fats and not 
canola or soy oils, with minimum ingredi- 
ents. Real butter is also good on sandwiches 
for some much needed extra fats. 

7) Keep in mind that they will be 
starving when they come home, no mat- 
ter what they eat during the day! In 
Ayurvedic medicine one of the things they 
do with children is feed them their “din- 
ner” when they come home from school. 
Because they are so hungry, they will con- 
sume a healthy meal at that time, then have 
a lighter dinner later, I did this for my chil- 
dren and it worked out very well (not every 
day, but at least 3 days out of the week). 

Of course, this is impossible for some 
people, but at least focus on a really healthy 
snack at this time, even a bowl of leftover 
soup with crackers and a little salad (which 
is easy).

Environmental 
preparation 

Try to schedule a couple 
of visits to the school prior 
to the first day so your child 
can get become familiar to 
the environment. If the child 
uses a wheelchair or another 
assisted device, this will 
help them become acquaint- 
ed with the routes they will 
take between classes. This 
is particularly important if 
he or she is transitioning 
to a new school. Take into 
account the environment 
outside of the home and 
the people your child will 
interact with such as teach- 
ers, aides or the bus driver, 
reach out to them personally 
or via email so they become 
familiar with your child. 
Many children with special 
needs have alternative ways 
of communicating, and 
some have behavior plans 
that need to be adhered to 
whether they are inside the 
classroom or on the school 
bus. 

Discuss school prior 

to the start 

Accentuate anything that 
may be familiar to the child, 
such as a friend or particular 


interest. For children with 
autism or behavioral  is- 
sues, social stories can help, 
including photographs of 
some of the events and ac- 
tivities that will take place 
each. day or what their day 
is going to involve. Experts 
point out that it is important 
for parents to appear com- 
posed and organized during 
the transition to avoid creat- 
ing any negative emotions 
in the child. 
Get back on a schedule 

Another vital tip for par- 
ents is to try to return to a 
schedule with regular bed- 
time routines and morning 
routines well before the first 
day of school. Getting chil- 
dren and adolescents into a 
regular sleep pattern is ex- 
tremely important. The on- 
set of the new school year 
is the perfect opportunity 
to set up new routines. For 
instance, if you plan to have 
new homework rules or a 
system for keeping track of 
family schedules, activities 
and appointments, review 
these with your children and 
be consistent about enforc- 
ing them. 

Voice your wishes 

Talk to your children 
about your expectations for 
their behavior at school,

such as listening to the 
teacher and being courte- 
ous. Tell them what appro- 
priate behaviors look like, 
and practice these tech- 
niques at home.

Dear Rusty: I know that when a person turns 65 he or 
she must enroll in Medicare. I have been informed that 
the charge for this would be deducted from the Social 
Security benefit, if it has been claimed. Otherwise, this 
will be another payment for my medical care, in addition 
to my existing coverage. Please explain the relationship 
between the two programs and considerations in timing 
the claim for the SSA benefit. Signed: Frugal Senior 

Dear Frugal Senior: If you are already collecting So- 
cial Security benefits you will be automatically enrolled 
in Medicare about 3 months prior to your 65th birthday 
but, if not, enrollment can be done by contacting Social 
Security directly. You must enroll in Medicare at age 65, 
unless you have other “creditable” healthcare coverage 
(such as from an employer) or you will be subject to a 
late enrollment penalty for enrolling after expiration of 
your initial enrollment period (your “IEP”). Your ng | 
is a seven-month window which starts 3 months before 
the month you turn 65 and ends 3 months after the month 
you turn 65. You should check with your employer to 
make sure your existing coverage is “creditable” and, if it 


_is, you can delay enrolling in Medicare until such time as 


that other coverage ends and thus avoid a late enrollment 
penalty for not enrolling in Medicare Part B during your 
IEP. When your employer coverage ends, you'll enter a 
“special enrollment period” during which you can enroll 
in Medi¢are Part B (and Part D, which is prescription 
drug coverage) without incurring a late enrollment pen- 
alty. 

_ Medicare Part A (hospitalization coverage) is free if 
you are also eligible for Social Security benefits (you 
don’t have to be collecting SS, only eligible). Medicare 
Part B provide’ coverage for doctors and outpatient ser- 
vices and there is a premium associated with it ($135.50 
for 2019). If you have other creditable coverage you can 
avoid paying the Part B premium by not enrolling during 


_ your IEP. If your existing plan also provides creditable - 


prescription drug coverage, you Can also defer enrolling ~ 
in a Medicare Part D plan until your employer coverage 
ends, at which time you will have 63 days to take a Part 
D plan without incurring a late enrollment penalty. FY1, 
you must be enrolled in Medicare Part A to collect SS 
benefits after you are 65 years old, and since Part A is 
free for anyone eligible for Social Security, there is little 
reason to not enroll in Part A at age 65 (unless you have 
a Health Savings Account (HSA), in which case there are 
special rules to consider). 

Although you enroll in Medicare via Social Secu- 
rity, they are two very separate and distinct programs. 
Normally, if you are collecting Social Security benefits 
your Medicare Part B premium is automatically deducted 
from your Social Security benefit. But if you wish to de- 
lay collecting Social Security and want to enroll in Medi- 
care Part B, you can do so and request alternate Medicare 
Part B premium payment arrangements, for which there 
are several options. 3 

As for the timing of your claim for Social Security 
benefits, you should evaluate your need for the money, 
your current health and your expected longevity. If you 
don’t need the money now and expect to live to at least 
average life expectancy (about 87 for women and 84 for 
men) then delaying your claim for SS as long as possible 
will yield you the highest monthly benefit amount as well 
as the most in lifetime SS benefits. For each year you de- 
lay claiming Social Security beyond your full retirement 
age you'll get an additional 8% on your monthly benefit, 
and you could get as much as 32% more (depending on 
your FRA) at age 70. Age 70 is when your benefit would 
reach maximum so you shouldn’t wait beyond age 70 to 
claim Social Security.

Plan A; Sheets’ entire tenure 
was under Plan A, the city’s 
current form of government. 

The candidates in the 
Ward 1 race, by order of 
appearance on the ballot, 
are: Danielle Kempe of 1 
Adams St., Joseph Murphy 
of 18 Macy St., and incum- 
bent David McCarthy of 48 
Whitney Rd. 

McCarthy is seeking his 


second two-year term repre-- 


senting Ward 1 on the coun- 
cil. The district includes Ad- 
ams Shore, Germantown, 
Houghs Neck, and parts of 
Quincy Center and Quincy 
Point. 
The candidates in each 


race drew lots earlier this 
month to determine ballot 
position for the preliminary 
election. For the final elec- 
tion, the incumbents will 
appear first on the ballot fol- 
lowed. by the challengers in 
alphabetical order: 

Crispo. said she antici- 
pates a turnout of 30 to 35 
percent in the preliminary 
election. She based the es- 
timate on the 2015 citywide 
preliminary, which included 
a four-person mayoral field 
and council races in Wards 
2 and 3; the turnout for the 
preliminary that year was 
30.2 percent. 

The deadline to register 
to vote in the preliminary 
election passed on Aug. 21. 

The preliminary election 
will cost between $80,000 
and $85,000, Crispo said, 
inclusive of all costs such as 


printing ballots, advertising 
for the election, and pay for 
election workers and police 
details. 

The final election, slated 
for Nov. 5, will also include 
citywide contests for seats 
on the City Council. and 
School.

Commission Rejects L.I. Bridge Plan Again

The Quincy Conserva- 
tion Commission _ re-af- 
firmed its denial of a permit 
to the city of Boston for the 
planned reconstruction of 
the Long Island Bridge dur- 
ing a recent special meeting. 

The commission had 
rejected Boston’s applica- 
tion to rebuild the bridge 
in September 2018, citing 
concerns over the structural 
integrity of the piers that 
would be used to hold up the 
new span. 

Boston has appealed that 
decision in. Suffolk County 
Superior Court. Attorneys 
- for Quincy filed an adminis- 
trative record with the court 
in February. Boston then 
moved to add an additional 
1,000 pages of documents 
to the administrative record 
— Boston officials said the 
information had been given 
to Quincy but not included 
in the record. 

In June, the judge presid- 
ing over the case ordered the 
Quincy Conservation Com- 
mission to receive the 1,000 
pages of documents and re- 
consider its September 2018 
decision in light of the new 
filing. 

The commission held a 
special meeting Aug. 21 to 
review those documents and 
voted to re-affirm its origi- 
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nal denial. The new decision 
will be included as part of 
the ongoing litigation over 
the bridge. 

As part of its plan to 
rebuild the Long Island 
Bridge, Boston plans to re- 
use all but two of the piers 
that supported the former 
bridge on site. The original 
bridge was built in 1950 and 
demolished in 2015 after it 
was closed without warning 
the previous year because 
of concerns over the span’s 
structural integrity. 

Each pier holding up the 
bridge has a concrete core 
with granite blocks on its fa- 
cade. Boston plans to re-en- 
force each pier by removing 
the granite cap on top of the 


‘concrete core and installing 


a tensioning bar. A new con- 
crete cap would be poured 
on top of the pier — two feet 
thicker than the granite cap,

to give the bridge additional 
clearance over the water — 
and the bar would be ten- 
sioned. The brick facade 
would also be repointed. 

David Gress, a civil engi- 
neering professor at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire, 
had been asked by Quincy 
officials to evaluate the con- 
crete piers. The report stated 
the alkali-silica reaction 
(ASR) — which one expert 
hired by Quincy compared 
to a cancer of concrete — had 
been detected in the piers 
and recommended addition- 
al testing. 

Sam Nabulsi, an attorney 
for the city of Boston, on 
Aug, 21 said a preliminary 
structure report in the ad- 
ditional filing included re- 
sults of tests performed on 
the concrete., Those tests, 
he said, showed ASR was 
found in the concrete, but it 
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is minimal and not a threat. 

“There is no ignorance 
to the presence of ASR,” 
Nabulsi said. “What the 
preliminary structure report 
explains to you, and what 
you'll see time and time and 
time again in the concrete 
testing results, is that the 
ASR that is found is mini- 
mal and is not the type of 
ASR that you would expect 
to expand and actually com- 
promise the structure of the 
piers.” 

John Bacon, an assistant 


Quincy city solicitor, point- - 


ed to separate part of the 
report that found the con- 
crete could deteriorate if it 
became saturated and were 
subjected to the freeze-thaw 
cycle. Nabulsi, however, 
said the report also said re- 


pointing the fagade would 
prevent the concrete. from 
becoming saturated. 

“If you actually read the 
preliminary structures re- 
port, we talk about repoint- 
ing the piers and that is the 
process that then prevents 
the saturation on the inside 
of the pier,” Nabulsi said. 
“Therefore, that free-thaw 
cycle is actually not an is- 
sue.” 

The commission voted to 
accept the additional filing 
after hearing from Nabulsi. 
Commissioners, however, 


then -voted to re-affirm their - 


initial denial in a 4-0vote. 
Chairman Jeffrey Grae- 
ber said the additional docu- 
mentation did not address 
his concerns about the piers’ 
integrity. Gress, the UNH 


professor, had reviewed the 
filing last summer before 
he recommended addition- 
al testing, Graeber noted. 
which Boston was opposéd 
to. The engineering firm 
Tighe & Bond, a consultant 
for Quincy, also reviewed 
the same documents at that 
time. 

“These documents were 
reviewed by Dr. Gress and 
Tighe & Bond,” Graeber 
said. “Back on Sept. 5, 
2018, my comment was Dr. 
Gress has conclusions here 
in his report about questions 
about the ASR, about the 
freezing and the thawing, 
and he recommended addi- 
tional testing. The city was 
not prepared to add to this. 

“I don’t see how this 
would change my opinion.”

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New Grading System Proposed For Middle Schools 


By TOM GORMAN 


School officials are con- 


sidering replacing the tradi- 
tional letter grading system 
with numeric grades for 
middle school students. 

The proposal was dis- 
cussed during a recent pol- 
icy subcommittee meeting 
about the district’s grading 
system policy. The school 
committee was informed 
about that discussion during 
its June meeting. 

Policy subcommittee 
Chairman Paul Bregoli pro- 
posed the change, explain- 
ing that having numeric 
grades at the middle school 
level would be in line with 
the high school grading sys- 
tem. 

According to the sub- 
committee meeting minutes, 
middle schools students are 
graded on the traditional al- 
phabet scale grades A+, A, 
A-, B+, B, B-, C+, C, C-, 
D+, D, D-, and F for core 
curriculum classes. Numer- 
ic scores are converted to 
letter grades. 

“Students receive a prog- 
ress report midway through 
each term and final term 
grades are converted from 
a numeric score,” Bregoli 
said. 

He explained that the 


numeric system can better _ 


measure a student’s aca- 
‘demic progress. New state 


frameworks. require districts 
to measure student progress 
in meeting proficient levels 
of core curriculum subjects. 

“The standards in the 
curriculum: frameworks 
are full year standards so 
term grades are expected 
to reflect progress towards 
attaining mastery of the 
standard by the end of the 
school year,” said Bregoli. 

The subcommittee min- 
utes stated that Superinten- 
dent of Schools Dr. Richard 
DeCristofaro said that mid- 
dle school principals seem 
to favor, the alphabet grad- 
ing system. 

“The middle school 
principals feel that the let- 
ter grades are protective of 
students who may be strug- 
gling,” he said. “These 
younger students may be 
crushed by an extremely 
low number.” 

DeCristofaro added that 
the different grading sys- 
tems reflect the needs of 
the student populations. He 
added that there hasn’t been 
any issues raised by par- 
ents relative to the district’s 
grading system. 

School Committee Vice 
Chairwoman Emily Lebo 
agreed, expressing concern 
how the numeric system 
might affect special edu- 
cation students. However, 
Lebo opined that the nu- 


meric equivalents: to the 
letter grades could help par- 
ents better understand their 
child’s academic progress. 

Elementary school stu- 
dents have been graded with 
a numeric scale the past few 
years. Kindergarten  stu- 
dents’ performances, -how- 
ever, are graded by Exceed- 
ing Expectations, Meeting 
Expectations, Progressing, 
and Not Meeting Expecta- 
tions. 

New elementary  stan- 
dards-based report cards 
were phased in over a two 
year period, according to 
Erin Perkins, the district’s 
director of special education 
and elementary curriculum. 

“This is the fourth year 
for grades one through five 
report cards and the third 
year for pre-kindergarten 
progress feports and kin- 
dergarten report cards,” she 
said. 

Grades one through five 
are graded on a four-point 
scale for: academic stan- 
dards: a 4 score means a 
student is advancing toward 
meeting the standards; a 3 
is meeting the standard; a 
score of 2 means the student 
performance is at the begin- 
ning level; and a 1 score is 
the student, with prompting 
and assistance, is unable to 
meet the standards criteria. 

Personal growth is as- 


sessed using performance 
levels: E-exceeds expecta- 
tions; M-meets expecta- 
tions; N-not meeting expec- 
tations. 

The standards, officials 
explain, are the expectations 
of what students should 
master by the end of the 
school year. 

Officials say that the el- 
ementary standards-based 
report card clearly demon- 
Strates students’ strengths 
and weaknesses. Addition- 
ally, it assesses discrete 
skills and building blocks 
necessary for success in old- 
er grades and provides more 
information to parents and 
supports a more targeted 
‘and focused discussion for 
parent/teacher conferences. 

Perkins said parents re- 
ceive their child’s report 
card prior to parent/teacher 
conferences. 

“Since the standards are 
much more explicit, this 
gives opportunity for tar- 
geted conversations about 
areas of specific need,” she 
said. 

Officials say the elemen- 
tary standards-based report 
card clearly demonstrates 
students’ strengths and 
weaknesses. Additionally, 
it provides more informa- 
tion to parents and supports 
a more targeted and focused 
discussion for parent/teach-

According to the sub- 
committee minutes, Lebo 
questioned if issuing the el- 
ementary report cards ahead 
of the parent/teacher confer- 
ences has lessened parent 
participation. Perkins said 
there is no reported decline 
in parent attendance: 

Committee member 
Douglas Gutro asked wheth- 
er Quincy Public Schools 
was consistent with other 
districts.- Lebo, in reply, 
stated the city’s high schools 
are in line since GPA (Grade 
Point Averages) reporting 
requirements are set by the 
State. 

The state, however, does 
not regulate or provide 
guidelines on what type of 
grading system is used. 

Bregoli said the  stu- 
dents’ progress reports are 
too vague. Madeline Roy, 
senior director of middle 
school curriculum, said that 
some middle school teach- 
ers have requested that op- 
tions be explored to provide 
a more detailed report. 

Committee member An- 
thony Andronico questioned 
if teachers notify parents if 
their student is struggling. 
DeCristofaro replied that 
teachers reach out directly 
to parents by email or phone 
and student support admin- 


istrators and guidance coun- 
selors work with students in 
need. 

Colleague James DeAm- 
icis said there should be a 
system in place to alert par- 
ents if a student is in danger 
of failing a course. He sug- 
gested utilizing the Aspen 
student information system 
to provide alerts. 

Gutro and Kathryn Hub- 
ley agreed. 

“This is especially im- 
portant at the middle schools 
as this is the time where stu- 
dent communication may 
Start to break down,” said 
Hubley. 

Lebo said she would like 
to further explore the Aspen 
Gradebook and teacher us- 
age of the system. She also 
requested a review of the 
program of studies chart that 
explains grades and point 
conversions for different 
course levels. 

Bregoli pointed out that 
some schools have a higher 
percentage of honor roll 
students than others and re- 
quested a clarification -that 
students are being graded 
uniformly at all the city’s 
schools. 

Andronico requested that 
the grading system be fur- 
ther discussed at a future 
subcommittee meeting.

“Just to have the oppor- 
tunity was something to be 
thankful for,” he said. “Not 
everyone has those oppor- 
tunities. I was happy that I 
took it. I was grateful for the 
opportunity to keep playing 
after college.” 

Kerin made 18 relief ap- 
pearances for the Osos and 
posted a 3.27 ERA while 
recording seven saves and 
striking out 24 batters in 22 
innings of work. 

With the success he en- 
joyed, Kerin appreciated the 
opportunity to pitch in high 
leverage spots. 

“T really liked it, being 
a guy the team relied on in 
important situations,” he 
said. “I definitely enjoyed 
that a lot and felt comfort- 
able in that position. I felt 
like I played an important 
role in the team winning 
games.” 

As far as the biggest ad- 
justments to pro ball. goes, 
Kerin said it was the weath- 
er. The league is based pri- 
marily in the southwest and 
temperatures reached -as 
high as 115 degrees during 
games. 

“T had never experienced 
that in my life,” he said. “It 
was absolutely brutal. They 
say it’s dry heat, but go 
ahead and stick your head 
in there and see how it feels. 
It’s warm. I also had to get 
used to the competition 
and working with different 
teammates. You had to be 
ready to play everyday. It 
was different in some ways 
than college. It was still 
good competition. Everyone 
was putting their best guys 
out there every day and try- 
ing to win.” 

Having played in sum- 
mer collegiate leagues like 
the Futures League in 2017 
and the New England Col- 
legiate Baseball League the

pesaukee Muskrats proved 
beneficial as he adjusted to 
pro baseball. Not only did 
those leagues have their 
share of pro prospects, but 
life centers around the game 
when competing in them. 

“They got me used to 
playing everyday, going to 
the field,” he said. “It helped 
out a lot because otherwise, 
I probably wouldn’t have 
known what to do last sum- 
mer. It really made baseball 
a priority and my primary 
focus every day. It was an 
every day grind.” 

It is possible Kerin plays 
baseball professionally — 
again in the future as well. 

Although the Osos fold- 
ed after last season, this year 
he attended spring training 
for the United Shore Pro- 
fessional Baseball League 
out in Michigan. Kerin got 
cut in the spring and while 
he could have stayed in the 
area and served as a depth 
player for the league, he 


- came back to Massachusetts 


to continue working out and 
pursue another league. 

When he was out in 
Michigan, he felt as though 
he did not have his best 
stuff, so he decided to get 
back to 100 percent before 
trying out for another team. 

Since then, he has been 
working out at Champion 
Physical Therapy Perfor- 
mance in Waltham. Al- 
though he had a minor 
shoulder injury earlier this 
year, he is working hard to 
recover from it and poten- 
tially play somewhere pro- 
fessionally in 2020. 

“If I can get my shoulder 
back to feeling 100 percent 
and I feel like I can be an as- 
set to a team, I’m going to go 
for it while I’m still young 
so I’m not looking back at 
it when I’m older and think- 
ing, ‘maybe if I went to that 
tryout’ or ‘maybe if I con- 
tacted that coach,’” he said. 
“T want to play while [ still 
can and help someone out 
where I think I can play.” 

As he builds his arm 
back up, Kerin pitched for 
the Boston Athletics of the 
Park League this summer. 

“T had a fun summer,” 
he said. “They have a great 
group of guys down there. If 
I decide I’m no longer going 
to pursue the professional 
route, I'll go right back 
there and play in the Park

Drop 25 Cents This Fall 


When autumn leaves fall, . 


gas prices could follow suit. 
- AAA Northeast forecasts 
that the majority of motor- 
ists in Massachusetts and 
across the Northeast and 
Mid-Atlantic region will 
likely see potential savings 
of up to 25 cents a gallon 
this fall compared with this 
summer’s prices. 

“Cheap crude oil and the 
post-summer demand slump 
are among the factors. that 
will contribute to this major 
shift in savings,” says Mary 


Maguire, AAA’s director of . 


Public and Legislative Af- 
fairs. 

Since. Memorial Day, 
gasoline stocks in the region 
have fluctuated between 
58-65 million barrels in the 
Energy Information Admin- 
istration’s weekly reports. 
EIA’s report for the week 


ending August 2 showed 
a 3 million barrel deficit 
compared to the beginning 
of the third quarter in 2018. 
Part of the year-to-year defi- 
cit stems from the pending 
closure of Philadelphia En- 
ergy Solutions, the largest 
refinery on the East Coast. 
This would usually lead to 
a spike in gas prices, but 
gasoline imports are easing 
supply concerns and keep- 
ing retail gasoline prices 
moving - lower—although 
any further supply disrup- 
tions could cause prices to 
spike temporarily. _ 

The year-to-date average 
price fora gallon of gasoline 
in Massachusetts is $2.63. 
The highest average gas 
price in Massachusetts was 
$2.85 in May and the lowest 
was $2.38 in February.

Superintendent Dr. Richard 
DeCristofaro, in his annual 
welcome back letter to the 
school community, said the 
new: building will be offi- 

cially dedicated in late Oc- 
“Thanks to our partner- 
ship with the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority, 
construction of the South- 
West Middle School build- 
ing is complete, and the 
final phase of the project 
is underway with the land- 
scaping scheduled to be 
completed by the dedication 
ceremony scheduled for 
Sunday, Oct. 27,” DeCristo- 
faro said. 

“While work continues 
on the site, the South-West 
parents are asked to observe 
the drop-off and parking 
plan put into place for the 
opening of the school last 
June.” 

The new building is lo- 
cated on the same site as 
the-old Sterling, 444 Gran- 
ite St., but set further away 
from the road. It stands 
three stories tall, with only 
the top two floors visible 
from Granite Street because 
of the site’s topography. The 
first floor includes academic 
neighborhoods for students 
in grades five and six with 
seventh- and eighth-grade 
academic neighborhoods on 
the second floor. The lower 
level of the building, acces- 
sible from the Roberts Street 
side, features the gym, a 
music room and a 280-seat 
auditorium. 

The school system will 
welcome 750 kindergartners 
this year, DeCristofaro said, 
“one of the largest classes 
ever for our full-day kinder- 
garten program.” In addi- 
tion, the superintendent said 
numerous new teachers and 
other employees have been 
hired. They were scheduled 
to attend a two-day orien- 
tation this week and will 
take part in a mentorship 
program that will continue 
throughout the year. 

Two schools have new 
principals this fall. Aliza 
Schneller was named prin- 
cipal at Atlantic Middle 
School and Courtney is the 
new principal at Merty- 
mount Elementary School;

Bag Ban Proposal 
Needs Some Tweaking 


The proposed ban on sin- 
gle-use plastic bags, which 
will soon come before the 
city council, can be a big 
win for the environment — if 
the councilors make a small 
but important tweak. 

Single-use plastic shop- 
ping bags have a bad name, 
which they richly deserve. 
They contribute to unsightly 
litter; end up in the ocean, 
where they harm marine 
life; and contaminate our 
city’s recycling stream, 
leading to heavy surcharges 
from our recycling contrac- 
tor. Quincy Climate Action 
Network enthusiastically 
supports their banning. 

We worry, however, that 
the ordinance to ban them, 
as currently drafted, would 
encourage their replacement 
by single-use paper shop- 
ping bags. 

_Paper does have one 
big advantage over plastic 
as a material for single- 
use shopping bags: it bio- 
degrades, whereas plastic 
sticks around forever. 

But paper has big disad- 
vantages, too. For one thing, 
manufacturing paper bags 
uses far more energy, and 
thus contributes more to our 
climate crisis, than manu- 
facturing single-use plastic 
bags. To manufacture paper 
bags, trees must be grown, 
then harvested, then trucked 
to a paper mill, then turned 
into pulp, and then paper, 
and then paper bags. 

In addition, single-use 
plastic bags, despite their 
name, often get reused as 
trash can liners, reducing 
the size of their carbon foot- 
print. Paper bags, by. con- 
trast, tear easily, and thus 
they rarely get reused. 

Overall, one paper bag 
generates four times the 


carbon emissions of one 
single-use plastic shopping 
bag, according to a land- 
mark study by the U.K.’s 
Environment Agency. The 
study also points out that 
paper bags are “significantly 
worse” than single-use plas- 
tic bags “for human toxicity 
and terrestrial ecotoxicity 
due to the effect of paper 
production.” 

So is it paper or plastic? 
That’s-a terrible choice, but 
luckily, we have a better op- 
tion: the reusable plastic or 
cloth shopping bags already 
being used by many Quincy 
shoppers. 

To encourage the adop- 
tion of reusable bags, and 
thus reap the full benefits 
of a plastic bag ban, QCAN 
is urging the city council to 
add a mandatory charge for 
paper bags to the language 
of the ordinance. In so do- 
ing, we’d be joining Boston 
and Cambridge as well as 
the states of Vermont and 
Maine, all of which ban 
single-use plastic bags and 
require a small charge for 
paper shopping bags, with 
proceeds going to the mer- 
chant. 

Retailers are already 
coming around. All Big Y 
stores and all Connecticut 
Stop and Shop stores are 
dropping - single-use plas- 
tic bags and adopting a ten 
cents per paper bag charge 
even in the absence of a 
government mandate. Five 
or ten cents per bag is hard- 
ly a huge financial burden; 
it’s just enough to give us a 
friendly nudge on behalf of 
our endangered planet.

Lawn Sprinkler --- Deco- 
rators and gardening col- 
umnists are reporting that 
the latest look for a garden 
includes furnishings to 
make it look like an indoor 
room. Chairs, tables, rugs, 
cushions, _ statues, 
fountains, hanging decora- 
tions, fancy birdhouses and 
even gnomes and fake ani- 
mals are half-hidden in the 
flowers. But one vintage 
garden piece that has not 
been copiéd is the figural 
sprinkler, the piece that 
attaches to the hose and 
stands on the grass to water 
the yard. 

Companies made the first 
figural sprinklers in about 
1910, and by the 1920s 
and ‘30s there were many 
manufacturers with simi- 
lar ideas. Iron sprinklers 


shaped like animals, birds, 


people» .and). frogs... were 
made. Firestone made flat 
cut-out metal figures hold- 
ing hoses that turned as the 
lawn was ‘watered. These 


’ were copied in wood and 


painted in school shop 
classes. By the 1940s, Ba- 
kelite. and other colorful 
plastics were used, and 
shapes were modern boxes 
or balls. One was a huge 
orange sunflower. Today, 
there is a tall pole that turns 
to send a spray that looks 
like a flower.

However, professional 
mourners -- which is what 
moirologists are -- have a 
long history, dating back 
to ancient Greece.
